SEYMOUR THE MAN. 

All pilgrimages to Deerfield have the 
same result. Whether it is Dr. Munford or 
Dr. Miller, or a deputation of local states- 
men, all receive from Mr. Seymour the 
same impression, viz., that he is not a can- 
didate for the Presidency, has no desire to 
re-enter public life, and is not asking favors 
of his friends. But the difference between 
not wanting a nomination and refusing it 
when one is tendered with unanimity is 
quite striking. As yet there is no absolute 
declaration from Mr. Seymour on the sub- 
ject. On the contrary, the opinion of the 
gentlemen who have seen him recently is 
that he will consent to make the race if 
his party, in this crisis, calls upon him to 
take the standard. The compliment will 
be one such as no man can ignore, be his 
situation what itmay. Mr. Seymour was 
not covetous of the Presidency in 1868. 
He resisted as long as he could the appeals 
of his party and finally yielded. Though 
defeated, the canvass brought him no dis- 
credit, no shame. His record, his life, his 
services, all stood’ the test of the flerce 
scrutiny to which they were subjected. 
Iie went down before the wave of prejudice 
then sweeping the land and was the victim 
of the malignant laws which practically 
disfranchised the voters of an entire scc- 
tion. 

To-day in the midst of faction and doubt 
he stands out as the most available man in 
the Democratic party to lead it in the can- 
vass Which will settle the fate of the or- 
ganization. His great abilities, his pure 
life, his generous deeds and his patriotic 
services commend him to-the voters of ev— 
ery section and creed and endear 
to the people of his own State. He can 
meke York a Democratic 
State and with any honest

place, he can plant the banner of the party 
on the White so certain as the 
month of -November rolls round.

The question concerning the origin or gen- 
ealogy ofthe Republican Presid@ntial candi- 
date, Garfield, is creating considerable discus- 
sion in the American press, both German and 
English. Itis attempted—even by the Anzei- 
ger—te heap ridicnle on the astounding infor- 
mation published by the good and 
great Dr. E. Preetorius, ot the Westliche Post, 
tbat Garfield is of German extraction, or,to be 
more exact, is descended froma Hessian of 
Hesse-Darmstedt. All the satirists notwith- 
standing, the fact remains undisputable that 
Garfield isa Darmstadt Hessian and not, as the 
Anzeiger ironically remarked, a ‘‘Darm- 
hesse aus Alzey. 

The undersigned had the good luck to glance 
over the family genaalogicui tree ota family 
residing in Frenchtown which came from 
Gross- Zimmern.

A 
brother of Elsebein’s mother, Chales Nagel, 
who had followed the trade of a farrier at See- 
heim, had previously emigrated to America, 
and on his representations the young people 
came to America, where they landedin New 
York on the 23d of March, 1797. They settled 
on a farm in the vicinity of the Erie Canal.

The Garfield De Golyer Matter in a Nut- 
shell.

One of the most notorious of the many cor 
rupt contracts made by Boss Shepherd was 
that awarded to De Golyer and McClellan, of 
Chicago, tor laying a wood pavement, This 
contract covered 200,000 yards, at 83 50 a 
yard, which the superintendent ot the contrac- 
tors swore could be put down at $1 50, every 
item of costinciuded.

The agent of the contrac- 
tors employed Parsons, with a fee of $15,000, 
as ‘‘counsel,’’ although there was no cause 
to argue, no eontest of any kind and no tribu- 
naltoappear before.

Parsons paid 
Garfield $5,000 as his share July 12, 1872, for 
which he was forced to admit before the inves- 
tigation that he madeno argument, oral or 
written;had never appeared before the Board 
of Public Works, and haa only once spoken to 
Boss Snepherd onthe subject.

The Union Market Again, 
‘To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: ) 
Ata meeting of the Merchants’ Committe 
with the Council Committee of Ways and 


Means, Mr. Adreon states the $345,000 Union 
Market bonds are alien on the property and 
are not payable until 1906, or twenty-six 
vears hence, and, therefore, the market can- 
not be sold. He also states the whole cost of 
Union Market is $404,025 and the market 
pays 6 1-4 per cent to the city, etc. 

Taking his own word for our argument, We 
want to know if our merchants who may buy 
the block would ask anything better than to 
have the use of 345,000 for twenty-six years 
at 6 per cent—why banks pay 6 per cent in- 
terest—to build upon the property and as- 
sume the mortgage. Why, the statement of 
Mr. Adreon shows clearly that the city has 
only $59,028 in cash invested and the pur- 
chaser could pay off the city and build upon 
‘the property with the $345,000 he can use for 
twenty-six years—the property will sell the 
more readily and the taxes on both the block 
and improvements would be quite an item to 
the city, not speaking of the increase of taxa- 
tion on the property surrounding the improves 

Again, taking Comptroller Adreon’s words: 
There are $404,028 invested in Union Market. 
Tre interest at six per cent amounts to $24,- 
“41 SS annually. Taking Adreon’s own re- 
yort to our Municipal Assembly for 1878, we 
find the income of Union Market (page 7, 
(omptoller’s report for 1878) to be $29,729 25, 
and the expense of maintaining the market for 
the same vear to be 7,516 35. Subtract 
the expense from the income,and we find a 
remainder of 922,212 900. Does this sum pay 
the interest on $404,023 Take bis report for 
87h, and ou find on page 21 the 
income from Union Market to be 527.805 24. 
On page you find the expenses to 
be $146 52: subtraet the expense from the 
income, and we tind $18,458 72, net income for 
S73 (83,754 18 less than for 1878). Does this 
sum pay $24,241 58. the Interest on $404,- 
%, the sum invested? Where is the six and 
one-quarter per cent claimed by Mr. Adreon? 
Figures do not lie.

The Cotton Exchange has had a wonderful 


growth since its organization a half dozen 
years ago. Its first quarters were in a little 
room in the. old Merchants’ Exchange, 
which stands on Main street a little 
south of Walnut. In the year 1876 a 
removal was made to the rooms now occu- 
pied in the building at the northeast corner 
of Market and Main, and there it has been 
ever since. The place is 

CRAMPED AND TOTALLY INSUFFICIENT 
for the uses of a body of merchants doing 80 
important and extensive a business. The 
growth of the cotton trade in this city is one 
of the marvels of the time. It may be said to 
have been almost entirely created since 1870, 
as previous to that year but a few straggling 
bales had come to this market, and 
this by accident. During the cotton year of 
1870-71 there were received here 20,000 bales. 
During the cotton year of 1879-80 there have 
already been received 475,000 bales. The 
cotton that came here ten years ago in a sin- 
gle year was not worth over $1,700,000; the 
cotton that comes here this year will be worth 
$ 25,000,000. In ten years St. Louis has come 
to be the leading interior cotton market of the 
United States, and there are only 
two or three exporting markets 
that are ahead of it in receipts 
and shipments. The growth and importance 
of this market are recognized everywhere, and 
in no locality{more readily than in the South. 
Tbis is demonstrated by the fact that some of 
the largest Southern dealers are locating here. 
The latest acquisition is Allen, West & Co., 
who have a house in both Mobile and New 
Orleans, and who do 

A VERY EXTENSIVE BUSINESS. 

Although the aggregate business done by the 
members of the Cotton Exchange is quite 
large, the number of members is not large, 
there not being possibly over twenty firms 
altogether. The new building, therefore | * 
he put up cannot be expected to 5 any such 
a structure as the Chamber of Commerce. It 
will, however, de an ornament to the city. 
Nothing detinite has yet been said or done 
about the plans beyond a general agreement 
tbat the building shall be about five stories 
high ard something like 70 by 150 feet in ex- 
tent. It will most likely be of stone, and the 
exchange floor will probably be the second 
floor, the first and upper stories being given 
up to ollices. An exchange of this description 
would be the finest inthe United States with 
one exception—the Galveston Cotton Ex- 
change, Which is a fine structure. Of course, 
nothing can yet be said of a positive nature 
about the location. The committee 1 
to receive propositions for a site have no 
power to do more than make a recommenda- 
tion, Which, however, will probably be ac- 
cepted. Some propositions have already been 
made in an informa! way. The cotton men nat- 
urally think they ought to get a bonus for 
locating in any particular part of the city from 
the holders of real estate in the immediate 
vicinity. This is based upon the considera- 
tion that not only will the new building en- 
hance the value of surrounding property, but 

A GREAT ADVANTAGE 

will also be bestowed by the removal of the 
offices of most or of all the cotton dealers in 
to the same locality. The Cotton Exchange is 
open from early in the morning till late in the 
afternoon, and its members are on 
and off the floor all day, so that 
itis necessary that they should be near by. 
All the dealers could not have ollices in the 
exchange building, as their business requires 
alarge and separate establishment. In this 
way, therefore, a newand stirring business 
center can be built up and some neglected 
portion of the city greatly benefitted. As the 
plan of the building has not been settled up- 
on, of course nothing .detinite can 
be said of tbe cost. It wall cer- 
tainly, however, be over $100,000. It is 
expected that it will yield a fair interest on 
the money invested in it, and that the neces- 
sary means to build it can be raised by the 
sale of bonds.
